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HEARING AT LUNG DISTANCE, 


Talking Between New York and Cleveland by e New 
Juetrumeat. 

Wasuincton, March 19.—Experiments re- 
ceutiv made seem to indicate that it will now 
be easy Ww communicate by telephone over 
long distances: It was announced that letters 


patent for a long distance telephone 
bad been awarded to Myron L. Bax- 
ter. It appears from s«ccounts pub- 


lished here that a series of experiments were 
recentiy made with the Baxter transmit- 
terand receiver overa line extending from 
New York City to Cleveland, Ouio. The Bax- 
ter instrument was placed on tue wires of the 
Postal telegraph company in Cleveland last 
Monday by an electrician of this city, and at 
the same time another Baxter instrument was 
connected with the same wires 1n tue uflice 
of the Overland telephoue company in New 
York City. Prominent electricians, repre- 
senting telegraph and telephone companies, 
Witnessed the tests which were 
made Monday afternoon. These tests were 
continued on fuesday and Wednesday. Itis 
eaid that conversation between Cieveland and 
New York was easily carried on. It is also 
sa'd that words spoken at a distance of 63 feet 
from the transmitter were distinctiy carried 
over a circuit of 5 miles, and that words whis- 
pered 17 feet from the trausmitler were 2udl- 
bleat tbe otherend. Itis reported that the 
company owning the patents will establish u 
telepuone line between this city and New

A RUSH FOR THE EXIT. 


A New Orleana Theatre on Fire—Flames itn Boston 
Shreveport, and Other Places. 

New Orveans, La., March 19.—Tarantaspa- 
vilion, corner Bourbon and Orleans streets, 
was the scene of great excitement last night. 
Just before the close of the performance an 


present became panic stricken, and made a 
rush for the exit. The fire having been sub- 
dued and quiet restored, tt was found that 
two men, two women, a girl, a boy, and acol- 
ored youth were severely crushed by being 
trampled upon. The woanded were sent to 
Charity hospital. Some are believed to be fa- 
tally hurt. 

Boston, Mass., March 19 —A fire occurred 
this morning in the six-story building 381 to 
387 Washington street, It originated in the 
busement of 381 occupied “by D. P. Illsley « 
Co., hatters, whose loss on stock and fixtures 
probably reach $50,000. Insurance $50,000. 

Crncinwati, O., March 19—Fire at Hamil- 
ton yesterday destroyed Pattison & Caldwell’s 
Miami distillery; loss $75,000, well insured. 

Sareverort, La., March 19.—Fire yester- 
day. Loss $20,000; insurance not known. 

PHinapeELPHia, March 19.—A fire broke out 
in the weavers’ department of Caleb J. Mil- 
per & Sons’ co ton mills, 1818 Lombard street 
this afrernoon, caused by spontaneous com- 
bustion in the drying house. The loss on the 
building 1s $10,000, and on steck and ma- 
chinery $53 000. Total insurance $60,000, 
Aithough there were over 250 employes in 
the building at the time the fire occurred, all 
escaped without injury.

AN IRISH LADY ASSAULTED. 


Lady Pixie Assau'ted While alone, and Badly Mal- 
treated. 

Lenxnpow, March 19.—Lady Florence Dixie 
was attacked at Winsor yesterday by two men 
disguised in women’s clothes. Her dress was 
cut with daggers in several places; but she re- 
ceived no injury. Lady Florence was walk- 
ing in asecluded spot near some woods where 
the two men asked her what time it was; she 
replied that she bad no watch, and after- 
wards noticed that though they wore women’s 
clothes their faces had been shaved. Much 
jalarmed she started to walk away and 
was fullowed by the men, one of whom seized 
her—she struggled to escape, but seeing their 
daggers, fellin aswoon. This took place at 4 
o’ciock in the afternoon and she did not re- 
cover her senses until 4:45 p. m. 

Lady Florence hus been prostrated all day. 
The story ot the affair was elicited-from her 
oniy at intervals. The saving of ber life is 
attributed to her St. Bernard dog which, ft is 
supposed, protected her while she lay in the 
sweon. Lady Flurence had no _ reason to 
sugpect immediate danger, although she had 
been somewhat fearful since the receipt of 
letters about the land league. The last thing 


she remembers is one of the men pushinga 
quantity of mud into ker mouth. On ber re- 
corery she found tkat both palms were cut 
acfoss and her gioves severed. There’ were 
twe dagger holes two inches apart in the right 
breast of her dress. A broad, steel corset rib 
had been broken by the weapon which 
had penetrated to the inner lining of her 
dress at the first stroke, and to her corset at 
the second stroke. La@y Florence suppeses 
that she unconsciously struggled with the 
men, assisted by her deg, until the scoundrels 
were disturbed by a car passing the woods, 

Ske received threatening letters while in 
Ireland recently. One of the men wore a 
green dress, and a large hat with a veil. 

The lady Florence Dixie affair is puzzling 
every one. There is no clue to her assailants 
A gardener, who was 30 vards from the scene 
of attack, heard no nvise or observed any in- 
dications of the outrage. Lady Florepce 
saysske called upon her husband for help.

Ur. d’ Alain was for 
some time resident in the Island of Jersey, 
where the dean had his home,and where 
Mrs. Langtry was boro, and says that he was 
a frequent visitor atthe deanery. He says: 
‘T also knew her brother well. Hecame to 
this country with theroyal mariners, and 
held a lieutenant’s commissioh. When Glad- 
stone withdrew the marines. from Canada 
Lieutle Breton resigned and came to Toronto. 
He was pretty hardup while he was here, 
and was very fond ofhis glass. For some 
time he boarded, I remember, atthe King 
Wiiliam ILI. hotel,on Adelaidestreet.

Denver, Colorado, March 19.—Sheriff 
Smith of Hinsdale county, arrived from Fort 
Fetterman to-night with Al Packer, the 


prespectors who were overtaken in the winter 
by famine. According to the statements 
made by him when captured at Sagachea a few 
weeks dfter the occurrence, the party were 
upon the point of starvation, anc agreed among 
themselves to kill each other by lot, at such 
timeés as the bodies of the victims were re- 
quired for food. This story has been discred- 
ited from first to last by the people of that 
county, be cause the bodies of the four men 
were 10und lyipg together, three with bullet- 
holes through the skull, and one with the 
head chopped off. A reporter for the Denver 
Tribune, through General Charles Adams, 
who was at the time of the slaughter Indian 
commissioner in Cotorado, obtained the fol- 
lowing statement from Packer at the county 
jail tonight.

Ciaytot., March 19.—Rabun superior court, 
Judge Estes presiding, isstill in session, The 
ease of the state vs. Arundal, charged with 
the murderof Keener, in 1876, was called, and 
after a three days trial a verdict was rendered 
for the defendant. Solicitor-General Erwin, 
ex-Senator Pope Barrow and Colonel H. P. 
Bell represented the defense, and the solicitor 
veneral pro tem, W T. Cram, and W. L. Mar- 
ler the state. Solicitor-General Erwin was 
disqualified to represent the state In the case, 
he having been retained as counsel for defend- 
ant prior to his election to the solicitor gen- 
eralship. Twenty-seven cases of murder apd 
homicides have been committed in Rabun 
county sinee the war, and not one of the ac- 
cused have paid the death penalty.

LAWRENCEVILLE, March 19 —In my brief lo- 
cals from this piace to your paper in the Sun- 
day’s issue there occurred a mistake in that it 
stated that Eb Stevenson would be hanged on 
the 4th day of May, and asitisa very unus- 
ua! event I hasten to make a correction. The 
sentence of the court was as follows: ‘The 
State vs. Elbert M. Stevenson, indictment for 
murder and verdict of guilty, in Gwinnett 
superior court, March term, 1883. Where- 
upon itis considered and adjudged by the 


court that the said Elbert M. Stevenson be 
taken from the bar of this  eourt 
to the common jail of this county 


where the said E!bert M. Stevenson shall be 
securely kept until May the llth, in the 
present year, when he shall be taken to the 
gallows to be provided for by the ordinary of 
this county, within one mile of the jail of 
this county, where he shall be publicly exe- 
cuted between the bours of 1@ a. m., and 2 
p.m., on said day, ‘by the sheriff of said 
county, by hanging him by the neck until 
he, the said Elbert M. Stevenson, be dead, 
and may God Almighty have mercy on his 
soul.’’ In reply to the court’s inquiry as to 
whether he had anything ‘to say why sen- 
tence of death should not be pronounced up- 
on him according to law, he simply replied 
without a quiver of emotion, ‘I don’t think 
its just.”

On the contrary the houses 
are erected at proper and convenient 
distances from each other—on different 
streets with suilicient ground for vegetable 
and flower gardens, orchards, out houses, etc., 
and as it each tenant had built accurding to 
bis individual tastes,—all painted and orna- 
mented in beautiful contrast to each other— 
ample and commedious, and constructed in 
the various styies of modern architecture. 
hey have a suitable and appropriate build- 
ing for public worship anda handsome acade- 
my, over the latter, as 1 understand, is now 
presiding a voung lady, born. reared and edu 
cated, I believe, in Atianta, and at one time 
one of the most popular and thvuroughly 
eflicient teachers in her public schools, Miss 
Kate Massey. The thuughtiul consideration 
for the comfort of others, and the taste dis 
played in building up this beautiful 
little village by Mr. Dodge prove that the en- 
comiastic eulogies pronounced by the press 
and the pulpit to his memory recently are 
richly merited.

Returning to Wesley's tree, we halted, to 
ga her, as memorials for absent friends, some 
of the drapery of lung moss, so gracefully 
clasping its venerable limbs. Here a sudden 
and profound silence fell on the entire party, 
each man manifesting a desire forthe indul 
gence of private retiection. Contemplating 
the vast and stupendous results that had fol- 


lowed from this small beginning, and 
all within little over a cen- 
tury experienced a sense 


of profound humility and unfeigned grati- 
tude, inspired with the hope that no great 
distance of time in the history of the race, 
the period of peace, of universal brotherhood 
and good will towards man would indeed 
prevail. If [ may be pardoned for tresspass- 
ing upon the ground of the prescber, it oc- 
curred to me amid these solemn surround- 
ings—and [| mean the suggestion toapply pot 
to Weslevans alone, but to the church uni-

Mr. J. Hamilton Couper, so fondly addicted 
to scientific investi ations, the pursuit ef let 
ters, and withal to the exercise uf the most 
exalted Christian virtues, ‘‘a Christian, the 
highest style of muan’—the Hon. Thomas 
Butler King, the gentleman, statesman and 
patriot, aman of bruad views, with a love for 
Georgia so iutense that he consecrated the 
best energies of his mind and body to her 
service, In the prosecution of enterprises for 
her advancement and progress in all that 
could make a state prosperous and great, and 
many others whose bnawes are united 
with Georgiu’s grandest achievements in war 
as in peace. 

I thought I had seen so meny forms of des- 
Ylation fur the last twenty years that I could 
look with composure upon it, presented in 
any of its varied and mournful aspects; but 
when | gazed somowfully upon this now de- 
molished and dismantled little temple in the 
wilderness, and thought of the tender mem: - 
ries of those who once lived bere, connected 
with it—of children consecrated to God at its 
baptismal font—the celebration Oi marriage 

ceremonies at its altar, and of the perform- 
ance of the last sad rites due to the beloved 
dead, I think I can say Without affectation 
that my heart was filled With 
what I may call a grief so poignant, that I 
could but exclaim with Jeremiah, ‘“‘My tab- 
ernacie is spoiled, and all my cords are bro- 
ken: my children are gone forth of me, and 
they are not: there are none to stretch forth 
my tent any more, and tosetup my cur- 
tulns.’’ On the sea beach leaving this sacred 
spotso abounding in memories—some very 
sud, and some so “glorious and grand withal, 
and so full of the inspiration of hope, we 
e.ided rapidly and joyously over the delight- 
tul roads on to the wide sea beach, coming 


inat therear of the residence of the late 
Hon. Thomas Butler King. This grand old 
eountry place with its opportunity and 


surroundings as they appeared in the better 
days, reminded one of ey ae of the 

country villa of Pliny the 
Younger. I don’t suppose there is a baronial 
castle in Europe that possesses a grander ap- 
proach than the avenue of magnificent live 
oaks extending a half mile in sength, reach- 
ing out from the grounds to the woods be- 
yond. But you know time flies, so we left 
the beautiful island, and burried back to 
Branewick. and I to the hospitable mansion 
of Mr. G. C. Moore and his very pleasant and 
agreeable ah sts,

ably—Mr. Jesse Wilder,a man of splendid 
physique, of irreproac hable private meee, 
first rate business capacity, and soksouterae” 
by all to be in his dealings strictly honorable.

SOUTHERN COMPETITION. 

Five years ago Tue ConsTITUTION, extend- 
ing a cordial invitation to New England man- 
ufacturers to pack up their traps and settle in 
the virgin fields of the south, warned them 
that the day would speedily come when 
southern competition in the manufacture of 
the coarser cotton fabrics would give them 
trouble. Tue ConsTITUTION 

moreover, that in 
a thousand other directions, south- 
ern manufactures, small and modest at 
first, but continually growing in extent and 
in@portance, would meet New England on 
its own chosen ground and compete with it 
in its own markets. Some of the more en- 
terprising northern capitalists concluded to 
look over the ground for themselves, while 
others contented themselves with asserting 
that cotton goods could not be profitably 
manufactured at the south, owing to the cli- 
mate and the lack of expert operatives. This 
was Mr. Atkinson's theory, and, for a time, 
it was wonderfully consoling to 
New England. Many of those who looked 
over the ground for themselves made haste to 
invest, being conyinced that in the manufac 
ture of the coarser ‘cotton fabrics the south 
was in a position to put duwn all competition. 

The prediction of Tue Constitution has 
been realized sooner than we expected. 
Southern competition has already become a 
matter for serious discussion, and the New 
England mills and their agents are stirring 
themselves to find some way out of the 
difficulty. Nothing more significant has 
lately appeared in print than the article 
which appeared in the news columns of THE 
Constitution last Saturday under the head 
of ‘southern Competition,’’ and its signifi- 
cance lies in the fact that while our New 
england friends have been giving the south 
tons and tons of advice in newspapers, 
the south kas been quietly engaged in gut- 
ting the ground from under New England’s 
feet in the great west and northwest. The 
advice used to be “quit politics 
and go to work,”’ but presently we shall hear 
in effect, if not in terms, thatthe south ought 
to quit work and go back to politics.

land states, Georgia shirtings and 
sheetings can be laid down in the western 
markets ataless price than New England 
manufactures for the reason that Georgia 
has all the advantages of position which Tux 
ConstitetTion explained and insisted on five 
years ago, and to which it has frequently res 
ferred to since. The New England mills and 
their agents vurn to the railroads for relief, 
but, so far as transportation is concerned, the 
southern mills have every ad- 
vantage the eastern mills have, 
and something more besides. The remedy is 
not with the railroads, nor in freight rates, 
for the southern roads are not likely to sit 
still and allow their freights to be run out of 
the west by a reduciion of rates on northern 
lines, and they will promptly respond to any 
such reduction by reductions of their own. 

What, then, is the remedy? Simply this: 
If New England men desire to continue in 
the business of manufacturing domestic 
goods they should give their machinery the 
advantage of position that Georgia and the 
south affords. Atlanta, we may say, is not 
pining for cotton mills. We prefer a half- 
dozen small industries to one cotton factory, 
but at the same time acotton mill finds a 
warm welcome here, asin every part of the 
south. This is the only remedy that suggests 
itself. : 


THE PUBLIC DEBT. 

The secretary of the. treasury will. it is re- 
ported, soon issue another bond call. The 
outstanding three anda half per cents now 
amount to only $38,000,000, and it is very 
probable that the last one of this class of 
bonds will be called before the end of the 
present fiscal year. Resort must then be had 
to the three per cents. These bonds now 
amount to $298,000,000, and as the three and 
a half per cents are still slowly coming for 
conversion into three per cents, the total may 
safely be put at $300,000,000. 

After the three and a half per cents are call- 
ed in, we have no bonds that can be called 
before 1891, but this $300,000,000 of 3 per 
cents. As congress reduced the appropria- 
tions fully as much as it did the revenue, and 
as the policy for the next fiscal year cannot 
well be changed, we, must assume that there 
will be left at the end of the fiscal year 1883- 
’84 not over $200,000,000 of bounds that can be 
called before 1891. Congress should, there- 
fore, take steps next winter to bring the sur- 
plus revenue of the government, including 
the sinking fund, down to about $30,000,000 
To take more than this 
from the people would be foily and 
inexcusable oppression. ‘The people are not 
able to pay war taxesany longer, and there 
is no reason why they should be taxed to re- 
deem that portion of the debt which should 
be paid by those who are enjoying the biess-

ings of the government in the last years of 
this decade. Let every year have its proper 
burden, and the democratic party should take 
position firmly egainst taxation that brings in 
beyond the needs of the government, more 
than $30,000,000 a year. 

After 1891 can redeem ,$250,000,000 of 
14¢ per cent,s and when these bonds are call- 
ed in there will alone remain of the interest- 
bearing debt the 4 per cents, of which there 
are $740,000,000 outstanding. The fours are 
not redeemable until 1907. . We could in 
the meanwhile, it is-true, redeem the green- 
backs and other portions of the non-interest 
bearing debt, and this will be urged upon the 
treasury departmentif the revenue is per- 
mitted to outrun the bonds t*at are redeem- 
able.

This work is to be completed in fve volumes, and 
if the other four are at all comparable to the volume 
just issued in point of sustained interest, the result 
will be one of the most remaarkble histories ever 
written.

In view of that fact the 
law on the subject may be of interest to 
some of the puanser members of society: In the 
case of United States vs. Dr. Charles Gaylord, in the 
United States court, at Springfield, in the southern 
istrict of Illinois, the defendant wah recently 
tried aud convicted under an indictment charging 
him with violating sec ion 3891 of the revised stat- 
ules, On motion of defendant's counsel, to qu sh 
the indietment on the gcound that the statute did 
not prohibt the sending of sealed letters, and that 
the sending of such letters did not constitute 
a publication of the writing therein inclosed, Judge 
Treat decided: ‘“* * © Since this statute has 
been amended by the insertion of the word {writ- 
ing.’ lam of opinion that all writings, whether in- 
ciosed under asealed envelope, or not, sigaed or 
unsigned, thatare of indecent, obscene, or lascivi- 
ous character, are non-mailable matter, and cov- 
ered by the statute. as to the question raised 
what constitutes a ‘‘publication,’’ 1 shall hold: 
That to inclosea writing inan envelope and mail 
it toanother, would bea publication of that writ- 
in The motion to quash the indictment is over- 
ruled.’

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PROOF CONVINCING THAT THEY 
HOLD THE FORT, 


A Talk Which Shows That the Southern Cotton Mills 
Can Outetrip the Northern avd Eastern Facto- 
ries—Mr. W. F. Herring Gives an Inter- 
esting Ioterview on the Situation. 


In Saturday's ConstTiruTion a special from New 
York was printed, showing how the southern mills 
were competing with the northern manufactnrers of 
cotton and really driving them to the wall. The 
article created considerabie comment. The facts 
detailed were familiar to those who had studied 
the subject but to the general reader they were sur- 
prising. New England has been generally consider- 
edascontrolling the cotton guods market in this 
country by the aid of the protective tariff and the 
success. of the southern mills has 
not not been appreciated nor is their capacity 
known even to people living almost under their 
shadow. Consequently when THE “CoNSTITUTION'S 
article declared that ‘‘the dry goods men of the 
nortis are calling out. for protection against the en- 
couragement of southern manufacturers’ and 
were invoking the aid of the ruilroads to shut 
southern goods out of the market, not a few of our 


own people were turprised. One of the best in- 
formed n.en on mauufactures north and south is 
Mr. W. F Herring, of Augusta. As he was in At- 
lanta for a few Gays prior to a visit to New York and 
Phiiadelphia, where he has large interests, 
a CONSTITUTION man calledon him and asked what 
he thought of the statements in the article referred 
to. Said he, ‘‘Il was not surprised te see that the 
New Eugland manufacturer is beginning to realize 
thathe cannot compete with the southern mil:s. 
This fact has been growing more and more evident 
every day, and in he light of recent events is indis- 
putable.”’ 

‘‘Do the southern manufacturers control any part 
ef the cotton-goods trade now ’””’ 

“Certainly; a very large part of it. When 
cotton mills were first erected in the south 
it was a question whether they could hold their 
own inthe home market. This problem was soon 
decided@in their favor. Without difficulty they 
controiled the home market on everything they 
manufactured. Then they met the northern pro- 
ducts in the west which was neutral ground and 
found an easy conquest there on everything they 
made. This was a considerable triumph, but the 
southern mills did not stop there. They are to-day 
controlling the New England market 
on brown goods. What we call sheet- 
ing and shirtings, are regulated everywhere by the 
southern milis.”’ 

“How does the present tariff affect the southern 
milis?’’ 

“It is greatly to their disadvantage, but they are 
not the greatest sufferers from the tariff?’ 

‘Who are?”’ 

“The southern cotton planter bears a heavier 
burden than any other American citizen under the 
presentiniquitous tariff.” 

“Do you mean to say that a protective tariff asa 
rule is not a good policy?”’ 

“ido. The revenue is derived only from impor- 
tations, but the tax in increased price is paid on the 
whole amountgconsumed. Forcign importations 
vever take place except when it is economically a 
national good toimport, because such{articles are 
obtained forless labor and capital than that neces- 
sary for their production at home. Whenever this 
state of facts ceases to exist such importations will 
stop. To prevent or restrict importations by pro- 
hibitary or high duties compels a waste of lubor 
and capital which benefits no human being. 
There never was since the world began a tariff that 
afforded protection in this or any other country 
that did notinvolve a waste of labor and capital 
for which the consumers, which means 
the whole people, were obliged to pay. 
I:.dustries that require protection to exist must be, 
and always are, supported by unprotected and self- 
supporting industries—just as much as auy other 
paupers—but ata far greater expense. They only 
live by the support of public, involuntary contri 
butions. Only industries that voluntarily spring 
up are worth anythipg toacountry. Those that 
huve to be artificiaily stimulated beyond a fair test 
are a drain upon the national wealth.’’ 

‘In your opinion do these couditions fall more 
heavily on the southern planter than upon any 
other cittzen’?”’ 

‘Ihave nodoubt ofit. I believe that under the 
existing tariff the average southern planter pays 
a tax of 50 percenton hisincome. You know cot 
ton is the chief product of the south and about the 
only source of income to the souihern planter, 
Take a model southern farmer, who ra Ses 25 bales 
of cotton a year and see how the tariffaifects him. 
[I will suppose every advantage in his favor. At 
best 8 of his 25 bales must go to pay 
for his fertilizers. His remaining 22 bales will 
bring him usually - $i,000, Out of _ this 
he has to.pay two hands $1v0 each after boarding 
them forthe vear. He will have to buy above 
what he raises 800 pouuds of meat, and if he buys 
for cash and to the best advantage, thi: Will cost 
him $80. Reducing this $280, he has $720 left. Then 
comes the demands for the many forms vuliron he 
needs about his place. His wagons, his gin, his 
cotton ties, his horse shoes, his plows, hoes, trace 
chains, alithe many minutie of his blacksmith 
and iron bill will cost $200, and leave him with 
$520. Whenhe provides outof thisall the sup- 
plies needed for his farm and family, such 
aS sugar, salt, soda, glass, tinware, stoves, shoes and 
huts, he has very litueJeft. Ifhe has the feelings 
of the average farming class, he must have a -un- 
day outfit forhimself, his wife and his children. 
With all these things provided, he is usually lucky 
if he has $100 left, and if he has saved $200, he may 
be considered a model of industry and prudence. 
On all the many things he has purchased, he has 
paid an average duty of 50 per ceut. The tariff has 
cost him no less than $200 on his $620. The 
hardest part of it is that of the 
$200 fully $160 has gone to sustain unprofitable in- 
dustiries and does nobody any good. Thisis the 
worst feature in the present tariff. The enormous 
tax levied on the consumers, the whole people, 
does not go to enrich the manufacturer. Whilethe 
farmer pays 50 perceutfor the tariff it is seldom 
thatthe manufacturer of the best protected mo- 
nopolies makes 10 percent. The 40 per cent does 
not go the Jabor. Itissimply buriedin the effort 
to do an impossible thing; to foster artificially 
industries which could not stand alone. I believe 
it can be proven besiond a doubt that wereit not 
forthe present protective tariff the farmer who is 
now able to save $100 could save $200. The value 
of any property is the per cent it pays on the in- 
vestment, and therefore the doubling of the net in- 
come of the farmer would double the value of 
every acre of his land. I have taken a fair illustra- 
tion. Everything has been supposed in tavor 
of the farmer. He and his family must be 
economical to meet the conditions |! have given. I 
have supposed him to be an industrious, sober man 
and have not allowed for any such contingency as 
doctors’ bills, etc. In other words 1 have taken the 
most favorable instance of the operations of the 

yresent tariff, and you see thatis bad enough. If it 
, hard on the farmer who starts on $800, after pay- 
ing $200 for labor, and by the best management 
saves $100 or so, it is much harderon the two ne- 
groes who have $100 each to starton. Our people 
do not understand how heavy are the burdens they 
are bearing.’’ 

‘‘Do you think there is any remedy for these 
evils?”’ 

“Tam very hopeful. Iam sure there cannot be 
anything worse than we have gonethrough. This 
thing will reacton itself. The very tariff which 
bolsters the cotton and iron manufactures of New 
England to a paying basis will carry the southera 
manufactories to easy success,’”’ 

‘Do you believe there is a growth of sentiment 
against a protective tariff in this country?” 

‘There is no doubt whatever of itand the success 
of the south in manufactures, *ill make New Eng- 
land sick of the protective tariff and I expect to see 
that country, now the champion of protection, 
clamoring for free trade before many years. | think 
the south is making as fasta growth in manufac 
tures asis natural. It is nota growth dependent 
ouany artificial stimulants. The outlook for the 
success of manufactures in the south and forthe 
relief of the people from the unjust burdens ofthe 
tariff is most hopeful,”’ 

Mr. Herring has studied the tariff practically and 
his thorough convictions on it are expressed with 
a rare clearness and felicity.
